S.649,ail.CNicol8on'Sll Patent")- The courtisy of the F.wiminer in allowing claims 183-242 , 
believed to be claims 1 59-242, is appreciated. 

Fnr avoidance of doubt, the examiner is requested to indicate that pending claims 159 to 
182 are also in condition for allowance, as reflected in the nramincr's Notice of Allowability of 
December^ 2002. Applicante believe that the omission of claims 159 to 182 as allowable was 
inadvertent, and have interpreted the Office Action as allowing these claims.

•811 Patent is a parent application of the present application as indicated in the filing receipt. 
Clearly, priority of SN 08/682,452 was claimed upon the August 1 7, 2000 filing date of the 
present application and such priority was granted hy the filing receipt where the SN 08/682,452 
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applicant, now the Nicofaon 'Bl 1 Patent, is specifically identified. Accordingly, withdrawal 
of the rejection under claims 243-246 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) i 8 requested. 

New claims 247 to 2ffi claim a species of the invention. In particular, independent claim 
247 claims a lens having a specific ionoperm polymerizable material, with the lens having a 
extended period of wear of 24 hours without substantial lipid adsorption. Dependant claims 248 
to 258 depend on independent claim 247.
